The suprem e court heard argu­ 
m ents early in April in these cases 
brought to determ ine the constitu­ 
tionality of the prohibition am end­ 
m ent and the 
enforcem ent 
law. 
W hile it would be exceptional for 
.the court to render a decision on so 
im portant a m atter w ithin so short 
la tim e, a decision in th e case today 
Ss not an im possibility. 
T ne court 
{has been made aw are of the great 
public interest in the questions laid 
Ibefore it before final ad ju d icatio n 
land th e briefs subm itted in tho cases 
{indicate the vast am ount of personal 
in terest involved. 
In th© states of Rhode Island and 
New Jersey in original proceedings 
have made the m ost interesting as- 
eults on the laws.

NEGRO SUSPECT IS 
TAKEN TO LEXINGTON 
DENIES CONNECTION 


Lexington, Ky., April 19.—Lucien 
Jenkins, negro charged with an at­ 
tack on 6-year-old Willie Tramble of 
Danville, Ky., was rushed to Lexing­ 
ton by automobile to prevent possible 
violence at the hands of a mob of 
angry Danville citizens, who 
made 
threats against his life. 
Jenkins was taken to the Fayette 
county jail and officials refused to 
make any statem ent concerning the 
report that he was being brought here 
until the news was given out later by 
the Boyle county officials who brought 
him to Lexington from the scene of 
the attack. 
The negro still denies that he was 
in any way connected with the as­ 
sault on the Tramble child, declaring 
that Jie was at his home eating sup­ 
per at 7 o’clock, the time when the 
child was attacked. 
The negro ad­ 
mits, however, that he had a disagree­ 
ment wilh the parents of the child. 
The negro said that so far as he 
{mew he had never seen Keith Phil­ 
lips, white boy, who is also being 
held in connection with the case. 
Reports from Danville were that 
{he Tramble child is recovering from 
{he fractured skull he received when 
attacked and his physicians are con-

First Formal Session Held 
Monday At San Remo— 
Turkish Treaty Is Consid­ 
ered By Organination. 


Rome, April 19.—The first business 
taken up by the allied supreme coun­ 
cil at its first formal session at San 
Remo today was comprised of ques­ 
tions in connection with the peace 
treaty with Turkey. 
This procedure was decided upon at 
a conference in the Duvachanl palace, 
where the sessions are being held, at­ 
tended 
by Prem iers N itti of Italy, 
Lloyd-George of Great 
Britain and 
Millerand of France. 
W ith the pre­ 
m iers were Foreign M inister Scialoia 
of Italy, Earl Curzon, the British for­ 
eign secretary, and General Berthelot, 
the French chief of staff. 
It developed 
definitely 
that 
the 
United States would not be represent­ 
ed at the conference. 
The arrival at 
San Remo of Robert Underwood John­ 
son, 
the 
American 
ambassador to 
Italy, gave rise for a time to the be­ 
lief that the American 
government 
had decided to have a representative 
at the supreme council sessions. 
The prime m inisters of the three 
great powers, Nitti* Millerand and 
Lloyd-George, 
have 
expressed very 
decided regret that the United States 
government was taking no part in 
what is regarded as one of the final 
acts of the peace conference. 
Another subject which has not been 
much mentioned yet, but which will 
be brought before the council before 
its close, will be the condition of in­ 
ternational exchange and the position 
in which Italian industry has been 
placed by lack of coal. 
The Hun­ 
garian treaty will have to be passed 
upon finally, with the prospect ahead 
that the present Hungarian govern­ 
m ent may refuse to sign it. 
Then 
there is the vastly im portant question 
of compelling Germany to fulfill the 
treaty of Versailles, regarding which 
an early declaration by the confer­ 
ence is expected.

GOVERNMENT WILL 
PURCHASE LIBERTY 
BONDS ON MARKET 


Washington. April 19.—Government 
purchase of liberty bonds in the open 
m arket, except through operation of 
the sinking fund, will end July I, Sec­ 
retary Houston announced. 
A “bene­ 
ficial effect” on tho bond market was 
expected to result, he said. 
Other 
officials said the m arket in govern­ 
ment securities had already begun to 
right itself, and th at bond quotations 
hereafter might be expected to trend 
upward. 
Mr. Houston explained that 
in continuing tho purchase of honda 
under the 5 per cent bond purchase 
fund the government was increasing 
its floating debt while decreasing its 
funded debt. He said th at current re­ 
q u ire m e n ts ^ the government were 
such that, if the purchase of bonds 
were to continue, the treasury would 
have to issue more certificates of in­ 
debtedness with which to buy them.

REVOLUTIONARY MOVES 
IN MEXICO SPREADING 


W ashington. 
April 19.— Federal 
grand ju ries in many p arts of the 
country today w ere probing to find 
the real causes behind the unauthor­ 
ized railroad strike. 
So called “ out­ 
law ’’ strike leaders who have been 
under subpoenas for several days 
were to be questioned by the juries, 
which in m ost cases were cr tied es­ 
pecially to review the strike trouble 
and determ ine 
the 
grounds 
for 
possible indictm ents. 
A ssistant A ttorney GendPul F ran­ 
cis J. G arvan, actively directing this 
phase of the work from W ashington 
said it was not possible to estim ate 
the num ber 
of indictm ents

At the police station the prisoner 
gave his name first as Thomas W. 
Shelley and later as Thomas W. Simp- 
kin. 
The police said he told them he 
had escaped frpm the eastern state 
hospital for the insane at W illiams­ 
burg, Va.

The church was crowded, many be­ 
ing representatives of the w ealthiest 
families 
in 
New 
York, when the 
shooting occurred, but there was no 
panic. I>r. Markoe was shot over the 
left eye and died while being removed 
to a hospital. 
Shelley adm itted that he had shot 
Br. Markoe, according to the police. 
“There are a lot more who are going 
to get it, too,” he is reported to have 
said when questioned by police detec­ 
tives. 
Radical papers were said to 
have been found in his valise.

FARMERS RESTIVE, 
PROBLEM IS BEFORE 
FARM FEDERATION 


Columbus, 
April 
19.—Murray 
D. 
Lincoln, executive secretary of the 
Ohio Farm 
Bureau federation, an­ 
nounces that farm ers as well as city 
dwellers have a feeling of uncertainty 
as to w hat to do, what is in store for 
them and how the much-discussed re­ 
construction period will pan out for 
them. 
The complaint of the farm ers, 
says Lincoln, is largely that of city 
folks, the cost of living is too high. 
They don’t get enough returns 
for 
their produce to make farm ing profit­ 
able, he says. 
The immediate prob­ 
lem before the farm bureau, there­ 
fore, is to try to raise prices to the 
farm ers, but lower them to the con­ 
sumer, according to Lincoln. 
T hat’s 
the only solution to the high cost of 
eating problem, he asserts, and while 
it will be along and slow process, it 
m ust and can be brought about by 
farm ars acquiring greater ownership 
in and greater control over the distri­ 
bution process.

Strike leaders maintained that their 
ranks were unbroken/ A meeting of 
the heads of the outlaw unions from 
all parts of the country has been 
called for today in Chicago by John 
Grunau. 
Plans for continuing the 
strike would be considered, Grunau 
said. 
W arrants for the rearrest of John 
Grunau, P. V. Miller and Fred Radke 
were issued by United States Com­ 
missioner Lewis F. Mason. 
Federal 
agents declared the men had broken 
faith with the government in attend­ 
ing m eetings of striking switchman 
after they had been released on prom­ 
ise to take no further part in the 
strike movement.

AMERICA IN THE MOVIES, AS SEEN THROUGH THE EYE 
OF AN ENGLISH CRITIC. 
Drama is supposed to b e a reflection of real life. 
Moving 

Consider, then, what 
sort of idea of American life a foreigner is likely to get from 
American films. An English critic, E. A. Baughan, depending for

AMERICA IN THE MOVIES, AS SEEN THROUGH THE EYE 
OF AN ENGLISH CRITIC. 
Drama is supposed to be a reflection of real life. 
Moving 
picture drama is presumably no exception. Consider, then, what 
sort of idea of American life a foreigner is likely to get from 
American films. An English critic, E. A. Baughan, depending for 
his information solely on our own movies, professes to have dis­ 
covered the following remarkable facts: 
“All rich people in America live in palaces or in palace hotels. 
There is no comfortable living-room, and the style of decoration 
and of funiture is splendid, jumbled up with Chinese idols. There 
are looking-glasses everywhere, and very spacious halls and lob­ 
bies. But there are few servants, and they are mostly Japanese 
or Chinese. As a rule, nobody dines at home, but at restaurants. 
Evidently, they do not go to restaurants to dine, but to dance to 
a jazz band. They all do it; even ‘Poppa.’ 
“All the people are business people or cowboys. It is so e®v 
to get rich quickly in America that wealth should be a mere c(*n- 
monplaee of existence.” 
And so it goes, through many paragraphs of ingenious mis­ 
representation, all based on those same films that constitute the 
dramatic pabulum of the majority of American theatergoers— 
who probably see nothing out of the way in it all. 
If there is any moral to be drawn, it is probably this: Don’t 
judge a nation by its movies. If American life is so grotesquely 
distorted in our films, it is likely that foreign life suffers the 
same distortion.
